Describe y our band to someone who's never heard of you without using the wards, Ramones, : 
Screaching Weasle or the Queers! i 


Hmm.,..Well, I would say we're a Punk Rock band HEAVILY influenced by 4 guys from the 
borough of Queens NYC who formed a band way back in’74 and changed the face of 
rock’n’roll forever. 

Actually, it’s really hard not to name any of the bands you’ve listed as we are really 
influenced by their music. 


How did you get into this kind of music then considering the lack of anything simmilar in our 
area? 


hold Dawn, my wife, fully responsible for it. When we first met she got me into a lot of 
bands I’d never thought of listening to before. I think that was when I was about 18/19 so it’s 


going back a good bit. 
I guess it rubbed off onto Richy (my brother) and it just went from there really. 


__What do you think of the punk scene in Dundee? 


The “Punk Scene” in Dundee? I don’t think anything of it. As far as I’m concerned there is no 
scene. 2 
So many of these bands change their music on a monthly basis. ..It’s a joke. I used to think I 
_was a Punk but now I’m happy to distance myself from the whole thing. Most of these people 
are idiots....impressionable little fools who jump on and off the bandwagon like it’s some sort 


of carnival ride. 


__ You don’t seem to pig very often, is this for any reason or just work commitments? 


See above. 

Actually, the real reason we don’t gig very often is due to the fact that it seems utterly 
pointless. We enjoy playing as a band but when it comes to other people trying to organise 
gigs and telling you, “Yeah, just turn up at 7:30 for a sound check and all you need to bring is 
a guitar head...”...you turn up and low and behold there will be no backline or the sound guy 
has fucked off or everybody else is relying on you to furn up- with the kit because the 
promoter “told” them you’d be bringing it (after telling you not to bother bringing it as an 
other band would have theirs). Then finally, if by some miracle there is a backline and 
everybody has their shit together, for the 25-30 minutes that we play for the people tend to 
stand there (those that remain in the building after our first song) looking bored to death and 
just couldn’t give two shits about the band that’s playing in front of them. And usually, at the 
end of the night the promoter will have had to give all the door money to the “out of town” 
band who demand some sort of stupid guarantee. 

As far as touring goes...don’t even go there, The money that we'd have to spend dragging our 
sorry asses around the country to play to 4 local idiots each night just isn’t worth it.

EAT YER GREENS / VOICE OF AGGRESSION 
IRISH TOUR 2003 


Back in September my old band Eat Yer Greens and our mates 
from Aberdeen Voice of Aggression jumped in a hire bus with 
Jeeves from Fastani driving and headed over to Ireland for a 
kick ass weekend of gigs, drunken antics, two for a Euro 
shops and 2nd degree burns! 

We headed over on a thursday night as our first was in the 
Tock"n"roll mecca of Castle Bar in Southern Ireland and 
Jeeves didn't want to be driving all day. This proved to be a 
very good idea as we were driving around till about four in 
the morningk trying to find a place to stop and sleep after 
getting the midnight ferry. Eventually we crashed out near 
Giants Cawsway. I'd really been ‘looking K& forward to seeing 
the Cawsway so when we found out how much it was to visit in 
the morning I was more than a little pissed off cause we 
couldn't afford to go! Guess it's my own fault for being naive 
enough to think it would be free. 

The drive to Castle Bar was pretty much uneventfu], Ireland 
just looks much the same as Scotland from the inside of a bus 
but Ido recall everyone getting me to believe that not only 
did Castle Bar not have any off licences but it also had no 
chip shops? Naturally I was extremely SXHK#X pleased to find 
both and set off getting pissed. The fella who was putting the 
shows on had a band who played first, his name was Hick, sorry 
but I can't remember your band's name, cheers for putting us 
on though’ The crowl at the gig were mainly metal folk so EYG 
went down okay but VoA had everyone up throwing themselves 
aboutas drunk metallers do{ All in it was a pretty good show. 
When we were loading the van after the gig though we managed t 
lose the keys This meant everything had to be MBAZKEX back 
in the venue till the HiZMZ morning. Luckily the keys were in 
Jeeves' sleeping bag so we had all shat our kecks needlessly? 

After loading up the van we headed off to our next gig in 
Limerick. Limerick HKX was hands down the high point of the 
weekend for me. We got there in good time so we went along the 
waterfront and saw a cool castle. After that we went back to + 
venue and crashed out for a bit. I remember sitting in the bus 
listening to Doom drinking Lidl beer just waiting for the 
promoter, The promoter's name was Albert amdii he gave us a gree 


time in Limerick. I thought EYG played our best that night 
despite no crowd response we were just as hyped to be there! 
‘After we played though, the DJ started playing a load of punk 
songs so we took the oppurtunity## todo a lot of arsing 
about, bad drunken dancing, nakedness and all round kick ass 
fun! The highlight had to be stripping VoA's guitarist Dave 
naked and dumping him in front of the girl he was putting the 
moves on, he still back to her place! After the venue, Albert 
our promoter supreme produced free cider and free entry to the ] 
local rock club where we proceeded to get royally blitzed! If 
you ever wanna play Limerick try to get in touch with Albert 
and the AFC collectivethey'ce put on everyone from shite like 
us to Fugazi! 

Next morning was pretty rough for everyone as it was another 
early start for a long drive to Belfast. Everyoye was in a great 
mood despite being really rough after the prvious night ’s 
highjinx, but on this journey we had the only real disaster of 
of the tour. We stopped somewhere near the border to get some 
grub but when the waitress was bringing our drinks she spilt 
a cup of coffee over Dave from VoA! We were all laughing our 
asses off till we realised it was pretty serious and rushed 
up to Northern Ireland to pet him to an NHS hospital. With 
Dave pumped up with pain killers VoA decided to play first 
before the pain kicked in! You could see that Dave was in a lot 
of paink. when VoA were playing so it made it worse that they 
got heckled so badly by the crow! Even though BYG had a E 15 
minute set the other bands asked HX that we played last. A lot 
of the crowd had left by the time we got up to play and even 
more left when Bobby, the guitarist, got naked but we had a good 
time and we got a couple of pissed punks dancing along! The 
venue we played, the Warzone Centre let us stay until near our 
ferry time which was really cool, cheers to Mully and Phil for 
keeping the venue open for us, yer both top blokes} 

The rest of our trip was pretty much a sleepless haze, dam 
I was in the Irish Sea, 10am I was in my flat in Dundee. 


Cheers again to anyone who put us on, came to see us, bought our 
Split GD, just had a good time! I had an awesome time and hope 
I'll make it back someday.

Andrew Griswold of Belfast punk rock'n'rollers The Dangerfields. 


OK Andy first up what's the line-up situation at the moment, who's in the 
band, what do they play and are the days of 5 line-ups a month behind yo 


OK fruity, the current line-up is: 


Andrew Griswold - Drums & Vocals 
Adam “The Beast” Sims — Guitar 
Dan Bastard - Guitar 

Wasp Boy ~ Bass 


Simsie and Dan are 100% committed bu 
enough. We're just gonna make the most of the cunt while he’s here. Since Dan 
joined in March and Simsie came back in the summer, we've managed to keep the 
line-up fairly stable. I really hated the ‘revolving door’ shite but it was a necessary 
evil to keep the band alive. All we need now is a permanent bass player - any 


takers? 


How do you think the transition from your older, more kinda drunk punk 
style to the more hardcore approach you take these days has gone down 
with your fans? 


Well, first off, we're a rock'n‘roll band. Terms like ‘drunk punk’ and ‘hardcore’ mean 
fuck all to me. We've always just tried to write songs that kick ass — short, fast and 
catchy-as-fuck. The new stuff is probably more brutal but it’s still The Dangerfields. 
Hopefully, fans of the old stuff will like the new stuff too. If not, fuck ‘em! 


Now Andy it’s no secret you're a bit of a party anima} but you're a fucking 
bastard when you're drunk. My particular favourite tale is when we were 
walking to Ash from Karioff’s house at 3 in the morning in the pissing 

rain and you pulled your coat over your head, stood in a phone box and 
refused to move for about 20 minutes! Any other debauched tales you'd like 


to share? 


I have hundreds of sordid rock’n‘roll tales but you’re gonna have to wait for my 
autobiography to hear ‘em! Yes, ]ama complete fucker when I'm drunk but you 
don’t get drunk to sit reading poetry. 


The Dangerfields have had three 7“s out now so what's the future plans for 
recordings, is an album on the way? 


Yes, it’s called Rock ‘N’ Roll Is Alive and it'll be out next summer. We have a couple 
of EPs on the way before then - Hellride and Last House On The Left. The album will 
be a mixture of new material and re-recorded classicks. It will kick your fucking ass!
